Excerpts from Mr. MacLeod’s Commencement Address 


| should like to talk to you briefly about 3 sayings 
which | believe lead to disaster. The first one is, ““EVERY- 
ONE IS DOING IT; I'M NOT GOING TO BE DIFFERENT.” 

The main tenet of religion and of democracy is that 
people are “individuals”. Our fingerprints are but one 
evidence of our individuality. No one can live for us or 
die for us; no matter how tall our father may be we have 
to do our own growing. An employer once said, “Any- 
time | have two men who think alike | can do without 
one of them.” 

Man is the only creative species and his creative instru- 
ment is the human mind. John Steinbeck in his novel, 
“East of Eden’, says, ‘Nothing was ever created by two 
men.’ "The group can improve something but not create 
it.” A Whitney Griswold of Yale University says, ‘Could 
Hamlet have been written by a committee or the Mona 
Lisa painted by a club? Could the New Testament have 
been composed as a Conference Report? Creative ideas 
do not spring from groups. They spring from individuals. 
The divine spark leaps from the finger of God to the 
finger of Adam.” So | say to you, “Everyone is doing 
it; I’m not going to be different’, can only lead to 
disaster. 

The second saying which | should like to discuss is, 
“THIS IS A FREE COUNTRY; | CAN DO WHAT | LIKE”. 

Charles Kingsley once wrote, ‘There are two freedoms— 
the false where a man is free to do what he likes and 
the true where a man is free to do what he ought’. 

We may enjoy privileges but only if we accept the 
accompanying responsibilities. This fact makes common 


sense and should be understood by any thinking individual 
but is not by those who say, “This is a free country; | can 
do what | like”. 


It was Patrick Henry who said, ‘Give me liberty or give 
me death’. His descendants just say “gimmie”. 

The third saying to which | should like to refer is, “IT'S 
ALRIGHT IF YOU CAN GET AWAY WITH IT”. 

This statement is closely allied to the last one because 
it also involves discipline. Inherent also, however, is one’s 
morality and sense of values. To many people right and 
wrong are relative. It’s wrong to get caught for example. 
Yet right is right if nobody is right and wrong is wrong if 
everybody is wrong. 

| would like to repeat Churchill’s words used to encourage 
the English people during World War Il. He said, ‘’This 
is not the end, this is not even the beginning of the end. 
This is just the end of the beginning.” So it is with you. 
It is just the end of the beginning of your education, of your 
opportunities, of your responsibilities and of your influence. 

This country needs leaders not underlings and it is 
looking to you and saying, 


These are the armies, rank on rank 
On which our land depends. 

These are the armies that we'll thank 
If freedom never ends! 

These are the armies, row on row, 
We trust to guard our fates, 

The schoolhouse army's endless flow 
Of High School graduates. 


Valedictory Address 


“Good bye!” Technically that is all | am authorized 
to say. According to Latin, a Valedictorian is one who 
says “Good-bye”. Whether we say anything more than 
this is not specifically stated, but | must admit that the 
temptation to say more is overwhelming. 

Commencement is a combination of the end and the 
beginning and it is my job to separate the Good byes” 
from the “Hellos’’. 

For many of us it is a time to recall memories of the 
highly interesting moments of life of F. C. |. and then 
bid them farewell. We remember being the first class 
in Canada to give blood and to appear on television 
simultaneously. We remember the time we threw a 
whipped-cream pie into the audience during an assembly 
—quite by accident, of course. We recall washing win- 
dows for Miss Weller; flooding the school with hydrogen 
sulphide; staring at the crystal ball as it went crunching 
across the floor. We never will forget the thrill of 
welcoming our basketball team home after they had 
become champions for all Ontario. 


To each there are personal memories. At this very 
moment Carol Wiley is saying ‘'Good bye” to June 12, 
1961. That was the day we wrote the final examination. 
It was English Literature. Fifteen minutes before exam 
time, a low mumble came from Carol's row. Like a 
spreading disease it swept across the room as all joined 
in bits and snatches of “Macbeth”. Thirty-five students 
swaying to iambic pentameter rhythm and chanting in 
unison must have been nerve-wracking to the teacher who 
was trying to get everything ready so that we could start 
our examination on time. 

Throughout five years, Mr. Steadman and Mr. Brown 
have worked for us and with us. Although we did not 


always see eye to eye on matters, we did learn that we 
could talk to them, present our problems and receive 
wise counsel. As a result, we can leave with a happy 
feeling and a fond memory of J. L. Forster C. |. 

All that we may have accomplished would not have 
been possible without the untiring, sincere efforts of our 
teachers. Too often when the results come out in August, 
we are so busy congratulating each other that we forget 
to express our thanks to the teachers who directed us and 
guided us down the paths that lead to a successful con- 
clusion of our efforts. From them we learned how to 
organize our work, how to study, how to make the maximum 
use of our time. If you have ever read a history text in 
a doctor's office or tried to learn poetry in a bath tub, 
you know what | mean. From them we learned that all 
was not drudgery. They opened the doors of knowledge. 
One of our teachers used to open the text and with a 
deep smile of satisfaction say ‘Ah here is a good one” 
then chuckle as if there was far more to the question 
than what might first meet the eye. By the end of the 
year we were laughing too sometimes, and learning that 
education was satisfaction and power to live a fuller life. 

This then is Commencement 1961. A time of ‘‘Good- 
byes” and ‘‘Hellos’’, yet we can never really say ‘Good- 
bye” but just farewell, because for five years Forster 
Collegiate was part of us. For five years we were part 
of Forster. Our Commencement then must be a threshold 
between the end and the beginning; the past and the 
future. Only then can we say as did Tennyson: 


“| am a part of all that | have met; 

Yet all experience is an arch wherethrough 

Gleams that untravelled world whose margin fades 
For ever and for ever when | move.”

Although there are no libraries as we know them, the 
German readers know more about English and American 
literature than we know about the German.
